May  Trade  Surplus  Rises  -  The 

agricultural  trade  surplus  for  May 
rose  5  percent  to  $1 .1  billion.  Exports 
fell  2  percent  and  imports  fell  5 
percent.  The  cumulative  trade 
surplus  for  October  1990  to  May 
1991  totaled  $10.9  billion,  $2.2  billion 
lower  than  this  time  last  year  (see 
table  3). 

Exports  Decline  Slightly  in  May  ~ 

Agricultural  exports  dropped  $54 
million  in  May  to  $3.1  billion,  the 
lowest  level  since  September  1990. 
While  exports  usually  decline  in  May, 
this  May’s  fell  $168  million  below  last 
May.  Lower  shipments  of  corn, 
cotton,  animal  and  vegetable  oils, 
and  soybeans  offset  increases  for 
meat  products,  fruits  and  vegetables, 
rice,  and  tobacco.  October-May 
cumulative  exports  totaled  $26.3 
billion,  declining  $2.2  billion  from  this 
period  last  year. 

May’s  corn  exports  fell  1 6  percent  to 
3.1  million  tons  and  $345  million,  the 
lowest  levels  since  last  October. 
Shipments  to  the  Soviet  Union 
dropped  sharply,  from  986,000  tons 
in  April  to  218,000  in  May.  The 
smaller  shipments  represented  the 
remaining  Soviet  purchases  under 
the  initial  credit  guarantee  allocation 
for  FY  1991  (see  box).  Shipments  to 
Japan  totaled  about  1 .3  million  tons, 
slightly  higher  than  April.  Other  large 
markets  included  Mexico,  Taiwan, 
and  Algeria. 

Wheat  export  value  increased  less 
than  1  percent  in  May  to  $243  million 
as  the  unit  price  rose  to  $109  per 
metric  ton.  Volume  dropped  8 
percent  to  2.2  million  tons.  The 
major  markets  were  Japan,  the 
Soviet  Union,  Egypt,  China,  and 
Korea. 

Soybean  exports  dropped  6  percent 
in  value  and  8  percent  in  volume.  In 
May,  1.1  million  tons  of  soybeans 
were  shipped  at  a  value  of  $246 
million.  About  one-quarter  of  the 
shipments  went  to  Japan.  Mexico, 
Taiwan,  Korea,  and  the  Netherlands 
together  took  55  percent  of  the 
shipments. 


The  export  of  cotton  dropped  the 
most  of  all  the  major  commodities. 
Value  fell  23  percent  and  volume  fell 
22  percent  from  April  to  $1 98,000 
million  and  120,000  tons.  China 
received  over  one-quarter  of  the 
shipments,  followed  by  Japan  and 
Korea. 

Imports  Lower  in  May  -  U.S. 
agricultural  imports  totaled  $2  billion 
in  May,  a  $108  million  decline  from 
April.  Cumulative  imports  for  the 
October-May  period  were  $15.4 
billion,  about  level  with  this  period 
last  year.  Imports  of  most  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables  fell  in  May,  as 
domestic  produce  became  more 
available.  Coffee,  sugar,  and  cocoa 
imports  also  fell.  These  declines 
offset  increases  in  dairy  products, 
vegetable  oil,  tobacco,  and  meat 
products.

USDA  Increases  FY  1991 
GSM-102  Credit  Guarantees  to 
the  Soviet  Union  -  USDA  initially 
allocated  $1  billion  in  GSM-102 
credit  guarantees  to  the  Soviet 
Union  for  FY  1991 .  On  June  19, 
1991,  USDA  increased  these 
guarantees  by  $600  million  (see 
table  4).  This  increase  is  the  first 
installment  of  the  $1 .5  billion  credit 
guarantee  package  announced  by 
President  Bush  on  June  11,1 991 . 
The  additional  $600  million  will  be 
allocated  for  sales  of  feed  grains 
(barley,  corn,  sorghum,  and  oats); 
protein  meals  (soybean,  cotton 
seed,  linseed,  and  sunflowerseed 
meals);  soybeans;  wheat  and/or 
flour;  poultry  meat  (frozen  or  chilled); 
and  hops.  In  addition,  up  to  $75 
million  will  be  provided  for  the 
freight  component  of  commodity 
sales  made  on  a  C  &  F  or  C.I.F.
